Apply for Passports 
Early, Agency Advises 

Residents who are planning 
trips abroad during the 1970 
travel season are being urged 
to apply for their passports 
early to avoid the rush. 

The Chicago Passport Agen¬ 
cy, which handles passport ap¬ 
plications from seven midwest- 
ern states, is anticipating the 
largest tourist year yet. The 
agency handles nearly a quar¬ 
ter of a million applications a 
year, and in the spring, the 
number rises to more than 
10,000 a week. 

The agency normally needs 
three working days to process 
a complete application, and ob¬ 
taining a passport may take 
more than a week. During the 
peak volume season, it can take 
longer. After a traveler re¬ 
ceives his .passport, he may 
need from two weeks to six 
months to obtain visas from 
countries he plans to visit. 

The months of November, 
December and January have 
the lowest volume of applica¬ 
tions, with the highest months 
being March, April, May, June 
and July.

Branch of Illinois Government 


(Part of a Press-Record se¬ 
ries on the Illinois Constitution, 
subject of a convention which 
will begin Dec. 8.) 

The Illinois Constitution cur¬ 
rently in effect, adopted in 1870 
calls for a state government ex¬ 
ecutive department consisting of 
seven elected officials. 

A governor, lieutenant gover¬ 
nor, secretary of stalte, auditor 
of public accounts, i treasurer, 
superintendent of public instruc¬ 
tion and attorney general hold 
office for four-year terms. 

Except for the lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor, they are requjired to re¬ 
side at the seat of government, 
Springfield, during their term of 
office and keep the public rec¬ 
ords, books and papers there. 

The Constitution prevents a 
state treasurer, upon complet¬ 
ing his term, from peeking the 
same office for a peiiiod of four 
years. He can be required by 
the governor to give [reasonable 
additional security; when he is 
in default of doing sell his office 
is deemed vacant, [ 

Five of the seven! officials 
are elected quadrennially in 
a cycle including 1968 and 
1972. The superintendent of 
public Instruction and state 
treasurer run two years be¬ 
fore and after thp others 
and will next be chosen in 
1970. 

Returns of their election are 
sealed and transmitted to the 
secretary of state. I 
The speaker of tbe Illinois 
House, opens and publishes the 
returns in the presence of a 
majority of each house of the 
General Assembly, assembled 
in the House of Representa¬ 
tives. 

If there is a tie vote for one 
of the seven offices, tjie legisla¬ 
tors by joint ballot are ,to 
choose one of those tied for the 
office. Contested elections are 
decided by both houses, through 
a joint ballot. 

A governor or lieuntenant 
governor must be ,al: least 30 
years old and have bejen a U. S. 
and Illinois citizen for at least 
five years next preceding the 
election. 

Six of the seven state offi¬ 
cials are ineligible forjany other 
office during the • period for 
which they have been elected. 
The state treasurer is not in¬ 
cluded in this enumeration. 
Supreme executive power 
is vested In the governor, 
who is obligated tojsee that 
the laws are faithfully ex¬ 
ecuted. 

He is required at tie start of 
each legislative sessipn and at 
the end of his term to,present a 
message to the General Assem¬ 
bly on the condition of the state, 
recommending measures he 
deems expedient. I 
He must account for money 
received and paid out by him 
from any funds subject to his 
order, with vouchers. He must 
present to the Assembly esti¬ 
mates of the amount of revenue 
required to be raised by taxa¬ 
tion for all purposes;. 

He is empowered tb call spe¬ 
cial legislative sessions on ex¬ 
traordinary occasions, stating 
the purpose. The Assembly is 
limited at such sessions to the 
topics included in his I proclama¬ 
tion. 

In case of a disagreement be¬ 
tween the two housesl regarding 
the time of adjournment, the 
governor may adjourn the As¬ 
sembly upon the disagreement 
being certified to him by the 
house first moving the adjourn¬ 
ment. He can adjourji the legis¬ 
lature until such time as he 
thinks proper, but hot beyond 
the first day of the next regu¬ 
lar session. I 

The Constitution lfelates that 
"the governor shall nominate 
and, by and with thej advice and 
consent of the Senatb (a major¬ 
ity of all the senators elected 
concurring, by yeas and nays), 
appoint all officers! whose of¬ 
fices are established by this 
Constitution, or which may be 
created by law, and whose ap¬ 
pointment or election is not oth¬ 
erwise provided fqr. And no 
such officer shall be appointed 
or elected by the General As¬ 
sembly.” 

In case of vacancies, the gov¬ 
ernor is to make 4 temporary 
appointment until i the next 
meeting of the Senqte. when he 
is to nominate sotyeone to fill 
the office. No one [rejected by 
the Senate can b^ nominated 
for the same office [at the same 


session; unless at the request of 
the Seriate, nor can he be ap¬ 
pointed to the same office dur¬ 
ing the Assembly recess. 

The governor has power 
to remove any officer who 
hfc may appoint, in case of 
incompetency, neglect of 
duty, or malfeasance in of¬ 
fice. He may declare such 
office vacant and fill It as 
in other cases of vacancy. 

He can grant reprieves, com¬ 
mutations and pardons, after 
conviction, for all offenses, sub¬ 
ject to regulations provided in I 
law on the manner of applying. 

He is commander-in-chief of I 
the military and naval forces of 
Illinois except when they are 
called into U. S. service. He 
may call out the state military 
and najval forces to execute the 
laws, suppress insurrection and 
repel invasion. 

The governor and all civil of¬ 
ficers of the state are liable to 
impeachment for any misde¬ 
meanor in office. 

Every bill before becoming 
law must be presented to the 
governor. If he approves, he 
signs it and it becomes law. If 
he disapproves, he returns it 
with hils objections to the house 
in whibh it originated; that 
house then enters the objec¬ 
tions on its journal and re¬ 
considers the bill. 

■If two-thirds pass' it, it is sent 
together with the objections to 
the other house, where two- 
thirds approval makes it a law. 

The governor can veto 
Items within appropriations 
while approving the Hems 
he favors. Vetoed items can 
be passed over his veto by 
the same two-thirds margin 
in each house. 

"Any! bill which shall not be 
returned by the governor with¬ 
in ten days (Sundays excepted) 
after it shall have been pre¬ 
sented ito him shall become a 
law in like manner as if he had 
signed it, unless the General 
Assembly shall by their ad¬ 
journment prevent its return- 
in which case it shall be filed 
with hhji objections in the office 
of the secretary of state with¬ 
in ten days after such adjourn¬ 
ment, or become a law.” 

In case of the death, convic¬ 
tion or impeachment, failure to 
qualify, resignation, absence 
from the state or other disabil¬ 
ity of the governor, his powers, 
duties and emoluments for the , 
residue!0f the term, or until the 
disability is removed, devolve 
on the lieutenant governor. The 
latter its Senate president and 
votes wihen the Senate is equal¬ 
ly divided on an issue. 

The Senate chooses a presi¬ 
dent pro tempore to preside in 
the absence of the lieutenant 
governor, or when he is holding 
the office of governor. 

If there is no lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor ‘or if he is incapable of 
acting; the Senate president 
acts as governor until a gover¬ 
nor vacancy is filled. Next in 
line of succession as acting 
governor is the House speaker. 

The governor must appoint 
someone if there is a vacancy 
for stane auditor, treasurer, sec¬ 
retary of state, attorney general 
or superintendent qf public in¬ 
struction. 

Officers of the state execu¬ 
tive department and of all pub¬ 
lic institutions of the state are 
to account semi-annually to the 
governor under oath for all 
funds received or disbursed. A 
false report is perjury; subject 
to punishment. 

Such officers also report at 
least ten days before each reg¬ 
ular Assembly session to the 
governor, who transmits the re¬ 
ports to the legislature together 
with reports of Supreme Court 
judges ;of defects in the Consti¬ 
tution and laws. They can be 
required at any time by the 
governor to provide written in¬ 
formation under oath on the 
condition, management and ex¬ 
penses [of their offices. 

The Great Seal of Illinois is 
entrusted to the secretary of 
state for use by him as direct¬ 
ed by law. 

The officers receive salaries 
set by [law and deposit into the 
state treasury any fees re¬ 
ceived.! 

Employment ceases when the 
purpose is accomplished, but a 
public office created by the Con¬ 
stitution or law continues dur¬ 
ing the pleasure of the appoint¬ 
ment, power or for a fixed time, 
with a successor elected or ap¬ 
pointed!

Long Council Inaction on Sound Engineering 
Program Factor in City Financial Disaster 

As industrial engineers employed in Gran¬ 
ite City recommended to the city council, the 
municipality could save considerable money and 
do a better job by employing a full-time engi¬ 
neer. His salary would be smaller than the com¬ 
bined fees paid on city construction projects— 
and his work would enable Granite City to an¬ 
ticipate and avoid some problems rather than 
merely reacting to them after they occur. 

The point is painfully obvious at a time 
when the city is spending many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars it does not have and cannot 
afford on sewer breaks. 

There is no way to avoid some expense re¬ 
sulting from the unfortunate sewer line collapses. 
But pumping and piecemeal remedies during a 
time of indecision add to. the total financial bur¬ 
den, which inevitably milst include certain re¬ 
pairs and replacements. Such indecision and de¬ 
lay stem directly from the lack of an engineer 
this year and in the past who could concentrate 
all of his thoughts and efforts on city facilities 
and services. , 

To prevent the sewer break financial dis¬ 
aster from becoming an even bigger disaster, 
employment of one of the four recommended 
nationally-recognized engineering firms seems 
advisable at this stage. 

Employment of a city engineer then can 

follow-an engineer who would work for the 

city, receive his salary only from the city, and 
devote his attention unswervingly to the 
present and future needs and opportunities fac¬ 
ing Granite City. 

It is the council which has blocked this 
objective. 

The council must now “pick up the pieces'' 
and restore a semblance of effective and effi¬ 
cient practices, or public dismay over the events 
of 1 969 may, fairly or unfairly, prompt replace¬ 
ment of the council with some other form of 
government. 

"Politics’ as usual” has become too frus¬ 
trating and costly to the public. It will have to 
be abandoned by its practitioners, or the public 
wilj abandon the practitioners.

A tax cut is “the kindest cut of all.” 

Proposals for both federal income tax relief and reform are 
currently being discussed. I believe that the most imporant long- 
range tax reform for the general well-being of both the public 
and private sectors of tty: economy is tax reduction. 

Tax reduction pre-supposes expenditure control. 

No one is ever normally impelled to earn or produce any¬ 
thing by the knowledge that the fruits of his labor will be taxed 
away from him. A man may produce in spite of, but never be¬ 
cause of, taxes. 

Tax burdens have gjven rise to talk of tax rebellions, which 
have led to the proposed tax reform act of 1969, said to be the 
most sweeping reform measure since the federal income tax 
was started in 1913. 

But the proposed bill would be detrimental to capital forma¬ 
tion and economic development. 

Proposed repeal of the Investment Tax Credit could 
well add up to an “overkill” of the boom and an “under¬ 
kill of inflation in the cost of facilities. 

The bill would favor individual consumers at the expense of 
investing corporations. Ironically, to the extent that the tax 
cost of the bill's reforms is passed on through higher prices, 
consumers would indirectly pay for their own "tax relief.” 

The proposed tax relief by 1972 would add up to $9 billion, 
all for individuals. But the tax reform by 1972 would add up to 
$5 billion in partial payment of this tax relief. 

All but about $1.4 billion of this .reform would come from 
corporations, according to official estimates.' And the excess tax 
relief over tax reform threatens more inflationary federal de¬ 
ficits. 

It may be recalled that Washington officials in a near-panic 
over a possible pending recession hurriedly turned on the turned- 
off Credit in early 1967, and we onjy experienced the “mini-re¬ 
cession” of that year. 

However, in 1966 the Credit was merely suspended. Today, it 
is up for repeal, to be wiped off the books. If this is done, both 
Washington and the business community had better worry about 
what would replace the Credit. 

To solve this dilemma, I suggest an alternate tax treatment 
for the Senate to consider in lieu of repeal of the Investment Tax, 
Credit. 

This treatment might, at least in the short run, save the 
Treasury more revenue than outright repeal. This is true because 
outright repeal, apart from possible "overkill," would re-create 
the very inequity that the Credit served to eliminate in the cor¬ 
porate tax system. 

Such inequity and possible overkill could then only be avoid¬ 
ed by equivalent depreciation reform. 

It has been reported that the Treasury is working on a study 
of possible equivalent depreciation reforms in lieu of the Credit. 
In general, I hope that the thrust of these reforms provides great 
er flexibility to business so that, in each case, adequate capital 
recovery is assured. 

In reviewing past attempts at tax reforms, it can 
be noted that we more often than not get political solu¬ 
tions to economic problems. Thus, tax reform—under the 
pressure of burdensome rates — has become a never- 
ending game. 

Plugging of so-called tax loopholes often results in 
increased taxes from another direction. 

The best long-range tax reform would be tax reduction. 

The mounting import situation, while serious, is by no means 
fatal. America can compete; it can develop further and further. 
But to do so it must get its economic—and governmental—house 
in order. 

It must achieve competitive labor and competitive govem- 


In order for the U. S. economy to grow, the nation must stop 
discouraging the expansion of capital formation. 

Economic development goes hand in hand with capital for¬ 
mation under our competitive enterprise system. The better all 
of us understand and permit this to occur, the more economic 
development we will all get.

“Press Record: The Butchers 
Local 534 and Retail Clerks Lo¬ 
cal 435 are going to ask the 
public to patronize only stores 
who live up to the closing hours, 
5:30 during the week, and on 
Saturdays till 8:00 o’clock, with 
the exception of grocery stores 
who have the same closing 
hours. 

“These hours are wonderful 
fqr everybody. The factories 
have wonderful hours; their em¬ 
ployees can go shopping on 
their way home from work. 
Then the businessman and his 
employees have time to have 
recreation after closing hours, 
and rest up, and be ready for 
the next morning to greet his 
customers with a smile — he 
feels like working—than to work 
or rather wait around for cus¬ 
tomers all day and half of the 
night and next morning come 
dragging in, no pep for the 


“This applies to these small 
stores who stay open all hours 
and on Sundays, trying to catch 
these few stragglers who forgot 
to get this and that before clos¬ 
ing time. Let them forget a few 
times and they will learn to get 
them. 

“They never think about the 
businessman who would like to 
get out for a good time, same 
as they like to go, say, to a 
picture show, picnic, boat ride, 
fishing, hunting, church—what¬ 
ever they like. 

“We all like something in the 
recreation line—takes us away 
from our business and worries 
for a couple of hours. Come 
back next morning—feel like a 
new person, have a smile for 
the one that enters your place 
of business, whoever he may 
be, happy and full of pep; that 
helps to bring business. 

“Whether you be rich or poor, 
businessman, a clerk, a poor 
laborer or what, we all need 
recreation, to keep our health 
and body in working condition. 
All work and no play makes 
John a dull boy. 

"Now let these stores that 
keep open after closing hours 
and on Sunday, just try this for 
themselves and see if it doesn't 
pay to your own good in time to 
come. Your customers will 
come back and spend that nick¬ 
el or dime the next day and 
say, “Did you have a nice time 
yesterday?”
